THROUCH CENTER OF THE CITY 


Many of Largest Buildings of the City 
Demolished--T wenty Men Were 
Caught in One Restaurant. 


MOBILE, ALA., March 3.—(2 a. m.)—Information} 


has reached Mobile by telephone, all telegraph wires be- 
ing down, that a destructive tornado visited Meridian, | 
Miss., at 6:30 o’clock last evening, killing twenty-one 
white persons and over a hundred colored people. and 
damaging property to the extent of $1,500,000. , 

There are also scores seriously injured through being | 
caught in the wreckage of houses. The tornado caught 
the city on the southwest and travelled to the northeast, 
expending itself in two surburbs where many negroes 
were killed and injured, a whole tenement district being 
wiped out. : | 

Two large wholesale stores, several smaller ones part of the 
principal hotel, the electric lighting plant and all the small property 
between the Mobile and Ohio railroad and the business part of the 
city were badly damaged. 

Twenty men were caught in one restaurant and several were 
killea P Two stories of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
bytléing: v were wrecked and other buildings suffered in the upper

stories. 

The negro tenement district north of the city was demolished | 
and the debris caught fire, threatening a new danger, but the local 
department, with the help of hundreds of citizens, overcame this 
after a hard fight. They were assisted by torrential rain follow- 
ing the tornado. 

The city is in darkness, and the full extent of the disaster will 
not be known until daylight. The known path of the storm was 
about six hundred feet wide and one mile in length. 

A long distance message to The Item from J. D. Breaux, serv- 
ice man of the Cumberland Telephone Company, at Meridian, Miss, 
gives complete details of the cyclone that struck Meridian at 6:30 
last evening, as follows: 

During a heavy rainstorm at 6:30 o’clock a stormcloud de-. 
veloped in the south and moved on the city, striking Front street, 
the business center, with full force. The wind was probably blow- 
ing 75 miles an hour. 

The cyclone. passed over in about two minutes, and, during 
that period, three or four whole Squares were devastated. A con- 
sefvative estimate places the number of buildings blown down at 
between thirty and forty. | 

Among the heaviest losers are the Meyer & Neville Hardware 
Company, Tom Lyle & Company, wholesale dry goods and gro- 
ceries; Josh Moore, wholesale dry goods and groceries; the New 
Orleans and Northeastern railroad freight depot and other build- 
ings, the names of which are not obtainable at this hour. 

The Mobile and Ohio depot is safe as well as the Southern 
Hotel, but the Grand Avenue hotel was considerably damaged. 
The guests in the latter building escaped and no one was injured.

“IT refuse to. answer such hypothetical 
and iImpertinent questions,” said Mr. 
Cromwell, 

‘YT am compelled by the attitude of this 
committee to accept your unusual and in- 
decent replies,’”’ replied Mr. Morgan. 

‘There are no more unusual or inde- 
cent than your questions,’’ asserted. the 
witness. 

Senator Taliaferro interrupted and Je- 
marnded to know wherein the question 
was indecent, and the witness said the 
indecency was in the assumption that 
he. had been employed to do anything 
against the interests of the United States. 
Mr, Tallaferro then demanded that the 
witness be instructed not to make in- 
sulting replies. 

Chairman Millard said. he: thought the 
character of the repiy by the witness 
was uncalled for. and Senator Kittredge 
suggested that the questions should be

clination on the part of the witness to 
insult his interrogators,’’ said Mr. Tal- 
liaferro.

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FALSE ENTRIES 
PUT IN REPORT 
BY JOHN WALSH 


President of Defunct Chicago 
National Bank Arrested by 
federal Authorities 


LOANS OF THREE MILLIOR 


SET DOWN AS $245,000 


Also Charged That Walsh and His 
Associates Held That Same Three | 
Millions With Intent to 
Injure the 
Bank. 


Chicago, March 2.—John R. Walsh 
president of the defunct Chicago Nae 
tional bank, which closed its doors De- 
cember 18, 1905, was today taken into 
custody on a federal warrant which 
charges him with violation of the na- 
tional banking laws in making false re- 
turns to the comptroller of the currency, 
and also asserts that he converted to his 
Own use, without proper authority, funds 
of the bank amounting to $3,000,000: 

He was released after giving bonds te 
the amount of $50,000. The complaint 
alleges in specific terms that og the 
i8th day of November, 1905, the Chi- 
cago National bank, of which Mr. Waleh 
was president, transmitted to the comp- 
troller of the ‘currency a statement ot 
thie financial condition 6f the bank, at 
the close of business on November 9. 

Charge Against Walsh. 

In this statement “the said John R. 
Walsh unlawfully made certain false en- 
tries to the effect that at the close of 
business on the 9th day of November, 
the amount of loans and discounts of 
the said banking association on which 
the officers and directors thereof 
then liable, either as payer or indorser, 
was $245,000, in truth the 
amount of such loans and discounts were 
$3,000,000, and another false entry to 
the effect that the amount of loans and 
discounts of the said association of which 
the officers and directors were not Hable 
as payers or indorsers. was $10,658,226, 
whereas in truth the amount of such 
loans and discounts on which officers and 
directors were not liable was * neon 3 
smaller, namely, $7,500,000.’’ 

Another section of the complaint al- 
leges that Walsh had in his possession 
funds and moneys of the bank amounting 
to $3,000,000 with “Intent to Injure and 
defraud’ the bank.

The arrest of Mr. Walsh came as the 
direct result of the last examination of 
the books of the Chicago National bank ; 
made by Special Examiner Arthur L. 
Curry, sent to Chicago from Washington. 
The data furnished to the treasury de- 
partment in Washington was sent td 
District Attorney Morrison in this city, 
‘with instructions to take the proper 
‘steps in the matter. Mr. Morrison, early 
today, swore tothe complaint , before, 
United States Commissioner Foote, who 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Mr. 
Walsh, and placed it in the hands of 
Deputy Marshal Middleton. 

Mr. Walsh was found in his office, and 
placed uunder arrest, but friends of the’ 
ex-bank president asked that the officers 
Gelay for a few hours before allowing 
the news of the -arrest to become. pubiic, 
because of some financial matters that 
might be affected. 

This was granted, and twice more the 
friends of Mr. Walsh askeq and obtained 
@ brief respite. A short time after 2 
g’clock, however, Deputy Marshall Mid- 
dieton yefuused tp wait for a ‘lorrger time 
and took Mr. Walsh to the office of 
United States Marshal Ames. 

All the doors leading to the private of- 
fice of Marshal Ames were locked, and 
all attaches of his office and that. of 
District Attorney Morrison were instruct- 
ed to Bay nothing concerning the arrest. 
Marshal Ames declared that so far as 
he knew, nothing had been done in the 
Walsh matter, and District Attorney 
Morrison expressed himself in the same 
manner. 

After remaining in the office of Mar- 
shal Ames for two hours, Mr. Walsh was 
released under bonds of $50,000, which 
were furnished by the Iilinols Surety 
Company. 

Statement by Waleh. 


After being released on bail, Mr. Walsh 
made the following statement: 

“The charge in effect is that as 4 
president of the bank I signed the re- 
port to the comptroller which report, it 
is now alleged, is false. ‘The report in 
question would ordinarily have been 
signel by the cashier, but by reason of 
his temporary absence it was signed by 
me as a matter of course. 

“The report referred to, however, was 
undoubtedly correct in every particular, 
These facts will be clearly established 
by the evidence if the case reaches 4 
stagé when evidence is produced. f be- 
lieve. however, that a more thorough 
investigation of the facts by the depart- 
ment of justice and a comparison of the 
report with the books of the bank will 
convince the department that its action 
is uncalleq for and cannot be sustained.” 

The preliminary hearing of Mr. Walsh 
before United States Commissioner 
Foote was set for March !0 at 10 a m.

Chicago Publ Works Com- 
missioner Resigns, 


In Letter to Mayor Patterson De- 
clares Thet He Believes Dunne 
is Paitering With Skin Deep 
Measures of City 
Government, 


Chicago, March 2:—Commissioner of 
Public Works Joseph Medill] Patterson 
has tendered his resignation to Mayor 
Bdward F. Dunne. The resignation was 
sent by Mr. Patterson to Mayor Dunne 
Wednesday in a long letter reviewing the 
conditions in his department, and -on 
cluding as follows: 

“The universal ballot gives every maie 
citizen an equal political opportunity. 
The common ownership of all the meang 
of production and distributton would give | 
everybody an equal chance at music, art 
sport, study, recreation, travel. sel‘- 
respect and the respect of others. I, for 
one, cannot see why those things should 
be concentrated more and more in the 
hands of a few. Two hundred years 
ago a proposition for equal political: op- 
portunity would have seemed more a- 
surd than today seems the proposition 
for equal opportunity in all things on 
this earth for which men strive. 

“By distribtuing rioney evenly IT do 
not mean to say that all the money in 
the country should be cut up into equal 
bits, and that everybody should get a 
bit. But, on the contrary, I believe that 
the ownership from which money springs 
should be vested in the whole commu- 
nity; in other words, as I understahi 1} 
am a socialist. I have hardly read a 
book on socialism, but that which I have 
just enunciated I believe in general, tw 
be their theory. If it be their theory I 
am a socialist. You will find, and other 
advanced liberals and radicals who be- 
lieve as I do will also find that you are 
merely altering with skin-deep meas. 
ures when you stop short of socialism. ’ 

Mayor Dunne at oncé wrote to Mr. Pat- 
terson, accepting his resignation, and 
promising to reply to his letter in the 
near future. 

“IT have accepted the resignation of 
Mr. iPatterson with sincere regrets,’’ said 
the mayor. ‘He says that he hag re- 
signed because he is a socialist. I do 
not think it was mecessary far him .o 
resign. Because he cannot, accomplish 
everything the socialists Want accom- 
plished. he has evitiently wecome dis- 
heartened.”’

M. Etienne’s statement was not con- 
sidered significant in connection with im- 
pending internationa] events. as it was 
designed to answer technical questions te 
the budgét.

Sharp Criticism of Retirement 
System, 


~ 


In Three Years President Roosevelt 
Named Sixty-Two Brigadier Gen- 
erals Who Served Only 
One Day Before Being 
Retired. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, D. C., March 2.—(Special.) 
“They have one hand on the flag and 
the other in the federal treasury getting 
money they hhave not earned” declared 
Representative Prince, of Illinots, in the 
course of a sensational speech attacking 
what is known as the volunteer retired 
corps of the army. ~ 

Mr. (Prince was calling attention to waat 
he considers the great abuses which have 
grown up under the administration of 
the law permitting retirement of officers 
of the army at an advanced grade Over 
the highest they have held on the army 
roster. 

The IHinols congressman believes an 
unwarranted burden upon the tax payers 
of the country that this body of retire? 
officers of the army should draw $2,- 
700,000 a year without rendering to the 
government any service whatsoever. 
Sixty-Tiwo Generals in Three Years. 

Mr. Prince revealed the interesting fact 
that from January !, 1902. to January 

1905, President Riosevelt appointed 
sixty-two brigadier generals who served 
just one day tupon the active list° and 
then were placed upon the retired list. 
He was wnable, he\said, to furnish the 
records since then, “but I am frank to 
say”’ he added, ‘‘that I am intlined to 
think that the moving picture goes on 
and has for the past year, though per- 
haps not at the same rate it did during 
the previous years.” 

Mr. Prince read a table disclosing the 
list of retiréd army officers on the first 
of December iast to be 903. They are 
drawing an average of $3,000 dnnuwally 
for doing nothing. This Hst includes’ 
thiose retired for disability and those re- 
tired under the compulsory provisions of 
the law which Oslerize every officer who 
has reached the age of 64 years whether 
he is able to perform good service or not, 


Means Increased Pay. 


The chief cause of the volunteer re- 
tired corps is, it was brought out in the 
course of the detate precipitated by Mr. 
Prince, is in the practice of promoting 
officers immediately before retirement. 
The practical.effect of this is to. place 
these men upon the retired Hist at ap- 
proximately the same pay they have 
been recéivine on the active. list. For 
instance, the tfetired pay of a. brigadier 
general is just about the same ag that 
of.a celonel on the active list. 

While this is, it seems, authorized by 
law, there have been an infinitely graater 
number of these retirements under Pres- 
ident Roosevelt than under other sres- 
idents. The wat department policy 
under the Roosevelt administration is to 
get rid of officers who were veterans of 
the civil war by requiring them to re- 
tire immediately upon their promotion to 
the rank of brigadier general. This is 
for the purpose of getting younger men 
to the front. One result of it is that 
Washington is full of: retired brigadiers 
of whom nobody outside of the army 
has ever heard. Generals are as plenti- 
ful, apparently, as colonels in Kentucky. 


Criticism of Retired Corps. 

Nobody criticizes these men for taking 
advantage. of the opvortunity thus of- 
fered them of securing advanced pay. 
There have been many criticigms in the 
past of the retired officer system, but as 
these have ugually come from democtats, 
they have not attracted the attention 
drawn by the present attack of Mr. 
Prince who is a republican and has 
served with credit for about ten years. 
T recall that Senator Balley, while in the 
hcuse, made himself unpopular with the 
army by his open criticism of the whole | 
retie,1 officer system. 

Und r the operation of the system as | 
it has been developed, younger and more 
efficient men have been forced upon 
the reti cd list in order to make possible 
the retirement at an advanced gerade of 
oider and less efficient men. Attention 
was also called to the fact that the 
department has a ‘way open to Te- 
tire inefficient officers without promoting 
them to be Drigadiers general. This can 
easily be done through the action of 
retiring beerd: or the failure of an ap- 
to pass the fre- 
quired examfifnation. As to thig latter 
phase, it has been charged that in the 
case of these older men these examina- 
tions for promotion have heen little else 
than farces. 


Duty of War Department. 

“IT can see no reason,” said Mr. Prince, 
“why officers who have taken a like: 
oath with us to obey the constitution 
and laws can, knowing! and wilful’y, 
permit inounicient officers to remain in the 
service until they can reach the rank of 
brigadier general, and then get them off 
the payroll. A man might be a colonel, 
and he might have teen co:nected with 
the civil war, and he might desire to be 
a brigadier general in command of 
troops; but there ig no opportunity for 
him to command troops as a brigadier 
gereral, By. way of the grape vine 
route, however. he may receive informa- 
tion or suggestion to the effect that if 
he wants to be promoted and retired 
the next day aS a brigadier general. such 
a thing could happen, and the records 
I have read seem to indicate that such 
things have happened.”’ 

Mr. Prince said he was merely stat- 
ing a hypothetical case. There would be | 
no difficulty, however, in his finding cases | 
exactly like that he stated. I recall one | 
very recent casé of that hind—that of | 
Colonel Butler Price. who was statiuned | 
at Atlanta in command cf the Sixteenth | 
infantry. 
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No man wa@s better able than | 
he to actively command troops as a brig- | 
adier general. In the prime of life, his | 
knowledge and experience might well | 
have be@ turned to exce.lent account for | 
th government. He sought such com- | 
mand. but was disappointed. He had | 
no desire to retire from active service, | 
but it was mads plin to him that the. 
Only way he could become a onbrigadier 
was to take advantage of the depart- 
ment’s policy.

“IT believe Judge Griggs wil! make a 
most excellent chairman, He has ability 
and has had experience in the work. 
When he was chairman in 1902 he un- 
doubtedly secured good results.’’ 

The fight for the chairmanship has 

narrowed down to a contest between 
Judge Griggs and Congressman Granger, 
of Rhode Island. Representative Lloyd, 
'oaf Missouri, who has been mentioned 
_for the place, has made it clear that he 
| will not be a candidate for the chairman-

Recorder Goff said that he also would 
give his approval to the application for 
a new reprieve. 


Hearing Held Yesterday. 


The adjournment followed a short ses- 
sion of the hearing, during which both 
Recorder Goff, District Attorney Jerome 
and Patrick’s counsel, W. M. K. Olcott, 
joined in discussing motions which_ were 
made to strike out of the court records 
several affidavits made for Patrick by 
Texas witnesses. Mr. Jerome made these 
motions on the ground that the wit- 
nesses had failed to appear at th8 
present hearing. He also askeg to strike 
out the affidavits of John T. Millikin, 
of St. Louis, Patrick’s brother in law, 
from whom @ telegram was received to- 
day saying that he would be unable to 
attend.

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RATE. BILL TALK 
INTHE SENATE 


Discussion Was led by Bob 
Latolletle, 


Though Bill for Settlement of Affairs 
of Five Civilized Nations Was Un- 
der Consideration, all Debate 
Was on Transportation 


Subject. 


Washington, March 2.—Thé senate to- 
day passed the bill providing for the set- 
tlement of the affairs of the five civilized 
tribes. Under the guise of considering the 
bill the senate spent practically the en- 
tire day in the discussion ‘of the railroad 
question. 

The subject was raised by. Mr. LaF o9l- 
lette’s proposed amendment to the Indian 
bill mrohibiting railroad companies and 
their stockholders from acquiring the 
coal lands on the Indian territory. 

Notwithstanding Mr. lLaFollette has 
sat in the senate for less than threa 
months, he led the debate, and occupiel 
more, time than any other senator. He 
contended that the prohibition contained 
in his amendment is necessary to pre- 
vent the .railroads from controlling the 
coal businéss of Indian Territory. 

Public Must Be Protected. 

He declared that the people must he 
able to asgert their sovereign authority 
over the transportation Hnes, and that 
they mrust. be so controlled as to protect 
the general public. It had been said 
that if the railrgad companies want the 
coal lands they will get them regardless 
of what congress may do. He could not 
agree ‘to’ tHat ‘doctrine, ** )° ’ A: ¥ 98 
Iwant,”” he said, 
the protest of one individual against the 
doctrine that the railroad companies can 
secure the mastery of any of the nation- 
al products of the country so as to in- 
terfere with thetr being fair and even 
handed transporters of the products of 
the country. 

“T want it put on record that this gov- 
ernment of the United @tates is stronger 
than any of its creatures; stronger ‘than 
any of its creatures; stronger than tha 
railroads in the aggregate and all the 
centralized power of the corporations 
represented by the unlawful corporations 
and trusts.”

Water Board Recommends Buy- 
ing Big Pipe on Time, 


Proposition Is Made by United 
States Company Which Will Pe 
mit Laying of Main From 
Chattahoochee Station to Top 
of Casey’s Hill: 


A duplicate main Chattahoo- 
chee pumping station of the water works 
department to Casey's hill, a distance of 
5.500 feet, will be laid by the city if the 
general council next. Monday aiternoon — 
adopts the recommendation of the board 


from the 


of water eommissioners and accepts the 
proposition’ of the United States Cast 
Iron Pipe and Foundry Company, of Chat- 
tanooga. 

The water met yesterday ,after- 
noon at 3 o'clock in 5 for 
the purpose of hearing from G. W. Gray, 
general sales manager of the Chattanooga 
company. He offered to sell the city tne 
5.500 feet of mains, a total of 1,342 tons, 
at the rate of $27.65 per ton, which would 
make the cost $37,096.30. He agreed to 
take a note from the city, payable Jan- 
uary 25, 1907. If the city preferred to 
pay cash, his company, he said, would de-— 
duct 6 per cent. 

The cost of laying the big main from 
Casey’s hill to the river would de $15,000, 
which. would make the total cost $§2,- 
096.30. 

As a result of this expenditure the 
pumpage of water at the reservoir would 
be increase@ one-third, which would %@e 
sufficient to prevent the reservoir from | 
sinking below the level of good service 
ehis summer. 

Casey's hill is one of the problems of 
the Atlanta water works department. The 
reservoir is 225 feet higher than the in- 
take pipe at the river. When the water 
reaches the top of Casey’s hill it has Deen 
forced all but 42 feet of that height. 

The intake pipe at the river is 760 feet 
The top of Casey's hil, 
5.500 feet away, 943 feet above sea 
level, 183 feet higher. The reservoir, 
which is 18,417 feet from the river and 
12.917 feet from Casey's hill, is 925 feet 
above sea level, 225 feet higher than the 
river and 42 feet higher than the top of 


Casey's hill. 
The result of duplicatingNhe main from 
the Chattahoochee station to the top of 


the hill, where a connection would be 
made, would be to materially decrease the 
friction over the hardest part of the jour- 
ney from the river to the reservoir, and 
put one-third more water in the lake, 
whefe the city’s supply is stored. . 

As soon as the water board found that 
this pipe could be bought on time, just 
as the pumps for the two reservoirs 
were- purchased, a special me®ting wags 
called. After fully hearing from Mr. 
Gray and discussing the matter, the board 
referred the matter to the general council, 
with a favorable recommendation, and @ 
request that the board be allowed to cone 
tract with the pipe company,

In- 
deed many of these men who are armed 
and sent into the villages to collect the 
vevenue of rubber are cannibals and when 


, they ‘fall to get the amount of rubber or 


attention they desire, they kill their 


helpless victims and eat the flesh. 
The punishment if case the required 


gubber is not furnished is in three stages. 


The first way is to flog them. The na- 
tives are laid Tace down on the ground 
@nd given as many as 100 lashes by 
armed natives, who stand over them, 

The authoritv to the agents reads: 
"The flogging shall not continue after 
blood flows or fainting takes place.’’ 

The next is holding in hostage and 
sometimes is {immediately followed by 
the imprisonment of the native. They 
are tied by the neck—men, women and 
children—all in a long row, and kept in 
pens until their relatives or friends can 
redeem them with sufficient amount of 
rubber. 

In order to terrorize the natives a vti- 
lage ‘is occasionally visited by a body of 
armed cannibals, under the direction of 
white agents of the companies, and hun- 
dreds are slain. 


. Horrible Cruelties. 


Dr. Harris told of a case that he saw’ 
where @ Woman was in front of her 
home when a body of these men entered 
@ village. Her little girl was at her side. 
The child was taken in front of the 
mother and its throat cut. After it died 
the mother was shot and the natives ate 
most of her body. Then they went 
through the village as a warning. This 
others.

This 
oecurred last August, and was without 
provocation, he said, and simply to ter- 
rorize te nattves dnd make them comply 
with the demands to bring in more rub- 
ber.

Washington, March 2.—By a vote of 


8 to 5 the senate committee on Philip- 
pines today defeated the Payne Dill, 
which had passed the house by a vote 
of 258 to 7\l. 

The. action of the committee had been 
forashadowed for nearly a week, 4al- 
though the exact vote had not been 
known. 

The senators voting for the Dili 
Lodg2. Beveridge, Long, Carmack 
McCreary. 

The negative votes were Hall, Bur- 
roughs, Dick, Nixon, Brandegee, Culber- 
son, Dubois and Stone. 

After this decisive action had been 
taken Mr. McCreary moved that the Dill 
be reported to the senate adversely, in 
order to give the senate a chance to 
consider it. Mr. Brandegee moved to 
table the motion and this was carried 
by a vote of 7 to 6, Mr. Nixon voting 
with the minority on this proposition. 

This action effectually disposes of the 
measure unless the chairman of the com- 
mittee should appeal to the senate by 
resolution. This course is regarded un- 
likely. 

Mr. McCreary moved to report his bill, 
which provided for free trade with the 
Philippines, immediately. This motion 
was lost, only four senators voting in 
the affirmative.

President Roosevelt will receive 
the undivided approbation of the na- 
tion for his efforts to bring together 
the warring elements in the threat- 
ened coal strike in the northern an- 
thracite and bituminous regions. 

It will be noticed that the presi 
dent, in his letter to John Mitchell, 
takes the side of the third factor in 
the impending struggle—the public. 
He reminds the leader of the miners 
that “a strike such as is threatened 
on April 1 is a menace to the peace | 
and general welfare of the country.’ 


For his plain putting of the case Mr. | 
Roosevelt is deserving of universa: | 
thanks. It has happened, very often 
in the past, that in the unrelenting 
grapples between capital and labor 
the public has sustained suffering 
and injury hardly exceedeg by the af: 
flictions of either of the active par 
ticipants. 

The nation wishes to see the min- 
ers receive the squarest kind of a 
Square deal. In fact, it may be said 
that sympathy, if anything, is pre 
dominant on their side of the contro- 
versy. If the issue is joined in vic- 
lence, upon. them and their families 
will fall the brunt of the physicai 
suffering should the fight be unduly 
protracted. 

At the same time, as Mr. Roosevelt 
intimates, the best interests of all el- 
ements will be served through an 
amicable adjustment of difficulties. 
An actual strike, affecting as it 
would the very basis of industry in 
certain sections of the country, would 
exert a disastrous influence more far- 
reaching than any similar occurrence 
in American history. It is to be earne 
estly hoped, therefore, that the final 
conferences now pending will be of 
substantial avail in promoting a 
peaceful end. A ray of optimism is 
to be seen, also, in the report that 
the steel and allied corporations have 
bluntly directed the operators to 
grant the concessions asked, as in 
their present congested conditign of 
business shortage or famine of ‘coal 
would mean tremendous and unbear 
able losses.

Sentiment with a Meaning. 

Georgia furnishes a concrete in- 
Stance of the sentiment that proves 
its faith by its works and that, more 
effectively than columns of pathetic 
adjectives and hours of fervid ora- 
tory, demonstrates to the nation the 
genuine nature of the love and rever- 
ence the south feels for the survivors 
of the tragedy of the sixties. 

It happens that there is a deficit of

deficiency and, in the ordinary course 
of events, several hun@red needy old 
men and women would be compelled 
to borrow from private sources at sex.

the legislature relieved the situa- 
tion. 

But circumstances will not run 
their ordinary course—not this year, 
at least. A confederate veterans of 
wealth and, what is more, of large 
and tender heart, has come forward 
and volunteered to advance the state 
the entire sum of $17,000, obsalutely 
free of interest. His solitary stipula. 
tion is that his name shall be un- 
known in the transaction. While the 
governor was at first reluctant +‘ 
agree to this condition, he has at last 
consented and confederate survivors 
and the widows of veterans will re- 
ceive their pensions with only the de.

the checks. 

This incident is, to our mind, a suf- 
ficient and eloquent answer to the 
action of that isolated Grand Army of 
the Republic camp which recently 
censured the south for its abiding loy 
alty to and affection for the stars and 
bars. When loyalty and love go the

Our Opportunity in Brazil. 

The department of commerce and 
labor recently issued a monograph by 
Special Agent Hutchinson on the 
Brazilian. trade and our relations, or, 
rather, lack of relations, therewith. 
This monograph, which is full of sta- 
tistical meat,- shows in most striking 
fashion the short-sightedness of 
American exporters in practically ig- 
noring a great and growing market 
almost at their door. - A trade worth 
many Millions annually is going to 
England and Germany because the 
United States is hardly showing a 
disposition to compete for it. 

In the introductory chapter Special 
Agent Hutchinson takes a comprehen- 
sive outlook over the whole South 
American trade field, which, he de 
clares, “in many respects seems to be 
our natural economic heritage.” 
Many of the other South American 
republics present conditions quite as 
inviting for our trade exploitation, 
but Brazil is singled. out as a partic- 
ularly inviting field. 

Among other’ interesting facts 
gained from the special report iu 
question, we learn of Brazil that— 

“The population is now about 16,000,- 
000, a number far too small to do more 
than dot the edges of Brazil’s huge area. 
Its commerce is nevertheless a considera- 
bie item. At present its total is approx- 
imately $300,000,000, divided into $175,- 
000.000 export and $125,000,000 import. 
Coffee and rubber are the most import- 
ant articles of export, although there are 
considerable shipments of sugar, cotton, 
tobacco, herbs, meat and hides. The 
United States is Brazil’s market for a 
large part of her export products. Dur- 
ing the calendar year 1905 our takings 
amounted to $90,500,000. About 90 per 
cent of this was represented by coffee 
and rubber. 

The time will probably come before 
long when Brazil will manufacture prac- 
tically all of the coarse cotton goods re- 
quired in her market. They will be made 
from Brazilian staple. In the meantime 
She is buying about $12,000,000 worth of 
cotton goods annually from England. Our 
share of that market during recent years 
has been about $700,000. Brazil's native 
resources and those of her immediate 
neighbor, Argentina, are our competitors 
in the supply of foodstuffs and provisions, 
and while we have heretofore supplied her 
with from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 worth 
of such goods annually, our exports in 
that line are more likely to decrease than 
to increase. 

But there remains a large field in which 
we are quite outdone by our European 
competitors. In 1908 the United King- 
dom supplied Brazil with 42 per cent of 
her purchases of iron and steel: Germany 
Supplied 27 per cent, and the United 
States 10 per cent. Germany supplied 67 
per cent of her iron and steel wire. Ger- 
many and England supplied 70 per cent 
of her cutlery and 65 per cent of her tools 
and machinery. England furnished 67 
per cent cf her agricultural implements, 
a line in which the United States ought 
to be the leader. This country’s littie 
item of $12,350,000 makes a sorry show- 
ing. 

Mr. Hutchinson deciares that the 
crying need of our trade with Brazil 
is-that our merchants’ should be 
aroused to the latent possibilities of 
the market. “Our people as a 
whole.” he says, “fail to understand 
the country, the people or their ways 
of doing business,’ and the failure is 
due, not to any lack of ability to. un 
derstand, but merely to an unwilling 
ness to devote the time and money 
necessary to the learning.”’

LIGHT ON GRAY LETTER 


The Sibley, Howell, McGregor, Watson 
and other letters, made public some time 
ago, dO not seem ff have been the whole 
of the written history (written by letter) 
of the earlier stages of the present cam- 


paign. Mr. Howell, in a speech deliv- 
ered at Calhoun on Monday, read to his 
audience a letter written to him about @ 
year ago by Mr. -J. i. Gray, of The At- 
lanta Journal, which informed Mr. How- 
ell that he (Mr. Gray) would support Mr.

Brown.”’

A SOUTHERN. CANDIDATE 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


Editor Constitution: A number of 
jeading papers throughout the south, and, 
in fact, in other sections of the : union, 
are now discussing the advisability and 
expediency of the democracy nen 
n 
1908. : 

My recollection is that The Constitution 
originated this move, as as far back as 
in 1904. You will, I trust, allow me 
the space in your columns to give my 
views upon this subject, which is of such 
vast magnitude’ and so pregnant with 
interest not only to the south, ;but [to 
the entire country. It is, I think, ful 
time that each southern state should as- 
sert her perfect and entire equality with 
every other state in the union. Not since 

1860 has a citizen of a southern state 
been placed upon a national] democratic 
ticket, and the longer this condition ex- 
ists the more difficult it wilk be to 
change, and if continued for another half 
century it will ripen into a nationa] pre- 
cedent that no southern state is to furn- 
ish a president of the United States, -nor 
yet a nominee for the presidency. Under 
such a ban the souther nstates ‘are not 
the equals of the other states, If it be 
Objected that a nominee from a southern 
state cannot be eleced, that in itself is 
a declaration that the southern states 
are under such a ban as destroys their 
constitutional equality with the other 
States of the union. 

We aiso reply to the obiactial that a 
southern man cannot be e'ected, that, 
since 1860, the ‘nominees of democracy 
for the presidency have come from the 
north, and except in 1896 and 1|900, from 
the state of New York, Since 1860, ex- 
cept in: 1896 and 1900, the east alone 
has dictated democratic platforms anda 
democratic nominations, and tHe south, 
almost alone, has done the démocratic 
voting. In all of these years, under east- 
ern dictation and leadership,: and im 
1900 under western. Jeadership, 

ticket has been: elected omly 
1884 and 1892; and every good demo- 
today deplores the election of the 
ticket in 1892, which proved to be not a 
democratic. victory, as we had fondly 
hoped, but the triumph-.of the finesse of 
Belmont, Morgan et al., 
val- parties and the great mass of the 
American electorate. The administration 
of 18938-1897 has proven a more severe 
blow to démocracy than was the support 
of Greeley in 1872, and the preeeding 
and succeeding defeats combined. 


Objections of the East. 
The nomination of a southern man can- 
not possibly .be a greater harbinger of 


the 
in 
crat 


democratic defeat than has the nomina-'’ 


tion of a southern man proven to be for 
the past (nearly) fifty years. Of course 
eastern politicians will insist that the 
time is not opportune for the nomina- 
tlon of a southern man; but our confi- 
dence in the leadership and the political 
prognostications of the east should be 
somewhat impaired in the light of the 
past fifty years. It is only necessary to 
recall the confident predictions and loud 
promises of democratic victory made by 
the east in 1904, if the St. Louis con- 
vention would only nominate Judge Par- 
ker, Well, the convention nominated 
Judge Parker, and, though he’ telegraph- 
ed a plank {nto the platform, :which the 
convention had rejected, but which east- 
ern. statesmah (7) thought essential to 
suecess, the November election was not 
a ‘democratic victory. Bs 

The eastern democracy will object to 
the nomination of & southern ‘man, not 
because the east knows that a southern 
statesman, if elected, cannot be used, as 
an eastern man can be, if elected, in 
furtherance of the monetary: and com- 
mercial eastern schemes, which mean the 
enrichment of the east at the 
sections of the

The eastern democracy prefers an east- 
ern republican, who can be used in the 
interests of the east, to a southern demo- 
crat, or a democrat from any: other sec- 
tion who cannot be. used by the east. 
This has been demonstrated whenever the 
democracy has refused to adopt a plat-

form and nominate a candidate of the 
eastern brand, or the east, in a fit of 
generosity, may give to the other sec- 
tions the platform and the easf take the 
candidate, as in 1892. 

It is time for the south and the west 
to recognize the fact that their interests 
are the same, and are antagonistic to the 
interests of the east. The south and 
west are the tax producing, tax paying 
sections of the union, and the east, ex- 
clusively, the tax consuming section. The 
east is lHving and prospering, and has 
lived and prospered since the inaugura- 
tion of the federal government, on the 
industry and products of the south and 
west, and the east naturally (if not gen- 
erously) prefers to keep the south and 
west in the condition of “hewers of 
wood and drawers of water” to the east. 
The great mass of honest voters through- 
out the entire country know that from 
Iso! to 186l the presidents of the United 
States were southern men. with but five 
exceptions. and that even then southern 
eabinets and. southern counsel controlled 
executive. action and governmental pol- 
icy. For sixty years we enjoyed such 
purity in official life, such happiness and 
prosperity as no other country has ever 
experienced. I do not mean the ficti- 
tious and watered prosperity of trusts 
and grinding .monopoly, but the true 
prosperity and happiness of all. and in 
exact degree as we have departed from 
standards erected and adhered to under 
southern leaership, from {I80! to 1861, 
have we encountered national disaster, 
and invited and encouraged dishonesty 
in official life. and the maladministration 
of public affairs. The great mass of 
American yoters kmow of all these 
things and they sincerely desire to 
eur to fundamental principles and 
reestablish honest government; to 
eure which they will vote for and elect 
a southern man if they given the 
opportunity. 

South Hioolds Balance of Power. 

Let view of ex pe- 
diency and of nominating a 
southern man for the presidency the 
next democratic national convention, If 
an eastern man shoulg be nominated the 
west will not support him, because of 
| Seern treachery and desertion in 1890 
and 1900. If a western man is nomi- 
nated the east will not support him, be- 
cause of western defection in 1904, but 
the south supported Bryan in 1896 and 
1900 and Parker in (1904. Neither “the 
east nor the west has any quid pro quo 
for the south. 

The south holds the balance of power 
in a national democratic convention. The 
south does the democratic voting. No 
democratic candidate has the ghost of 
a chance of election without the electoral 
vote of the south. The south is the 
really and truly Americin portion of 
the union, and the south has the brains, 
the patriotism, the statesmanship and 
the integrity. The south should, in the 
next national democratic convention, in- 
sist upon the nomination for president 
of the United States of one of her own 
distinguished sons, and she has many 
worthy of the honor and of the trust. 
The south owes it to herself, to her 
honor and to-her equality in a union of 
equal states, Present southern leaders 
owe it to this and succeeding génera- 
tions in the south that under their lead- 
ership no such pernicious precedent be 
established as that each southern state 
is not the .perfect and entire equal of

change in the plans. Residents of the 
fourth ward who object to the present 
plans are expected to be present for the 
purpose of requesting the street commit- 
tee to so change the plans as to give the 
opening into North Boulevard. 

It is probable that an interesting meet- 
ing will be held this afternoon. 

Other matters disposed of yesterday af- 
ternoon by the street committee were of 
a routine nature. 


Oliver Bid is Approved. 

The bid of the Oliver company, of 
Knoxville, for the construction of the 
Washington street viaduct, was formally 
accepted yesterday morning by the com- 
mittee on bridges, of which Alderman 
Holland is chairman. 

The committee met at I! o’clock in 
the morning and remained in séssiop 
until about 2 o'clock, during which time 
representatives of many of the firms that 
had submitted bids were heard from. 

The committee concluded, after near- 
ing from all the representatives, that the 
Oliver bid is best for the city and dur- 
ing the session of council which is to 
be held next Monday will recommend its 
acceptance by the city.

FOR RACING COMMISSION. 


Senator Jack Chinn Introduces 
Measure to That Effect. 
Frankfort, Ky., March 2.—State Senator 
Jack Chinn, of Mercer county, today in- 
troduced in the Kentucky senate a meas- 
ure proposing to create a state racing 
commission, with power and authority to 
regulate running race meetings in the 
state when operated by a corporation or 
association. The bill provides for a com- 
mitte of five men to be appointed by the 
governor. They are to fticense tracks 
for a period of one year, the license to 
be revoked at the pleasure of the com- 
mission for any violation of rules which 
the committee may from time to time 
prescribe.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, March 2.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“Favorable features still largely pre- 
dominate. Country buyers are more in 
evidence than at any previous time this 
yéar,. and have bought liberally. Winter 
wheat crop reports are as good as ever, 
and the probability that. a general coal 
strike may be avoided after all lends 
strength to industry of all kinds. It is 
true there is rather more conservatism 
displayed by buyers for the more distant 
future, and prices of some commodities 
are being shaded, but it is apparently re- 
garded as certain that an enormous spring 
business will be done, that buflding will 
approximate, if not surpass, last year’s 
huge totals, and that crop and trade 
developmers of the future will take care 
of next season's trade. 

“Apropos of talk of the high prices 
ruling in this country, it is perhaps worth 
noting that large numbers of domestic 
buff hides have been sold for export, that 
some South American wools have been 
resold to Europe, and that the New York 
raw sugar market is below a parity with 
Hamburg.

“Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending March | are 2,300,476 bush- 
vis, against 2,357,068 last week and 907,- 
936 this week last year. From July |: to 
date the exports are 94,578,572 bushels, 
against 43,417,413 last year. Corn ex- 
ports for the week are 3,767.063 bushels, 
against 4,403,007 last week and 4,171,279 
fa year ago. From July ! to date the 
exports of corn are 84,422,722 bushels, 
against 40,473,251! in !1905.”’ 


Dun’s Review.

“Dividend distributions in March also 
largely exceeded last year’s, and foreign 
commerce at this port for the last week 
showed gains of $908,496 in: exports and 
$1,268,475 in imports as compared with 
1905. Commercial failures in February 
were only 908 in number, afiaiinst 1,013 
last year, but liabilities increased. from 
$9,780,370 to $10,850,619, owing to a 
few large brokerage defaults. 

“Railway earnings in February exceed- 
ed last year by 28.2 per cent, but a 
further decline occurred in prices of se- 
curities, attributed to the financial strin- 
gency. 

“No setback has occurred in the iron 
and steel industry, mills and furnaces 
operating at the limit of capacity with- 
out overtaking orders which come for- 
ward more rapidly than they can be 
filled. 

“Primary textile markets are more 
quiet and in some lines of cotton goods 
a lHttle weakness is. noted. Several lines 
are sold so far ahead that prices are 
readily maintained, noteworthy in cer- 
tain export grades and some fine yarn 
goods.
